Now Uiat wt hare a different form of gov- 
enunent, with a city manager in general

City Manager Smith is well aware that 
getting adequate Trater Is our blggeat and 
moat preaslnB problem, and he 'shows every 
Indication of Intending to do something 
about It. In tackling a problem so big, one 
■which should have been In the process of 
development over a period of many years, 
Mr. Bmllh ihould have our whole-hearted 
_and, patient support. 

It will bo loo soon to expect much In the
